Directors Note 


Comedy is, by its very nature, often subversive. This is due to the fact that the 
purpose of comedy is to look at the context of living in society and to comment on that 
society. Tartuffe certainly filled the bill for this when it was first presented in 1664 at 
Versailles. The play’s message about religious hypocrisy outraged the devotes (the 
devoted people) who had a strong influence in the Court of King Louis XIV and the King 
was forced to censor it and forbid the production.. It wasn’t until 1669 that Moliere 
decided to mount another production of the play and included the famous deus ex 
machine ending which pleased Louis enough to allow the play to go on.. 

Tartuffe is written in the neo-classic style and features all of the conventions of 
that form, which calls for unity of time, place and action and the concepts of 
verisimilitude and decorum. All plays had to take place within a 24 hours period (unity of 
time), within the same space (unity of place) and have a linear plot structure with very 
limited sub-plots (unity of action). The plays were supposed to have the appearance of 
truth (verisimilitude) and the characters fit universal types (decorum). This provided for 
the neo-classic “trinity” that was expected from a play, namely universiality, morality, 
and generality. To the neo-classicists, the purpose of drama was to both teach and 
entertain in what was known as the “sugar coated pill” function of theatre. 

These rules were handed down by the French Academy and playwrights were 
expected to follow them. To not do so could have serious consequences as was the case 
with the famous “Le Cid” riots of 1636 where fights broke out in the theatre because the 
production defied the rules. 

It is a credit to the genius of Moliere and the brilliant translation by Richard 
Wilbur, that within the narrow confines of the neo-classic ideal, Moliere has created a 




play which speaks across the ages and reminds us of our own follies. Tartujfe laughs at 
religious hypocrisy and encourages the classic ideal of moderation in action. It is, indeed, 
the “sugar coated’ pill.
